The following is an 
examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record does not teach or suggest 
a method of manufacturing a stretched mechanical fastening web laminate comprising a 
thermoplastic web layer and a fibrous web layer including one or more nonwoven materials free 
of staple fibers wherein stretching the laminate provides a stretched laminate having a basis 
weight of less than 100 g/m 2 and wherein a portion of the stretched fastening web laminate is 
incorporated into a component of a disposable absorbent article such that the male fastening 
elements of the portion of the stretched mechanical fastening web laminate are exposed and 
the fibrous web layer of the portion of the stretched mechanical fastening web laminate is not 
exposed in combination with the other features instantly claimed.
